Decision. — The Bishop presented his decision in waiting as 
follows: 

“The General Conference has declared that ‘a Bishop 
may not submit to the vote of an Annual Conference the > 
question of obedience to the law of the Church.’ 

The law of the Church says that one of the duties 
of a Bishop is ‘to form the districts according to his 
judgment.’ 

It has been indicated by some who faVor the pro- 
posed action that, if it should be taken, the Bishop would 
be practically required to regard it. That is, he would 
be required to form the districts according to the judg- 
ment of the Annual Conference. It is a well settled 
principle that we may not do indirectly that which we 
may not do directly. The General Conference refused, 
as“recently as at its last session, to authorize the Annual 
Conference to specify the number of its districts; and an 
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Annual Conference may not secure the unauthorized 
result by bringing embarassing and possibly irresistible 
pressure to bear upon a Bishop, any more than it may 
do so by direct order. The right of petition is a sacred 
right of which no one should be deprived. Any person 
may make known his request touching the matter in • 
hand; and the Conference may memorialize the General 
Conference toward the end indicated, but until changed 
the law should be observed in both its letter and spirit.”

KEV. CHARLES T. ALLEN, D. D. 

Charles Thompson Allen was born in Sharon township, Washte- 
naw county, Michigan, September 8, 1841, and died in the city of De- 
troit, Michigan, October 12, 1904, aged 63 years, 1 month, 4 days. 

His boyhood days were spent on the farm of his father in the 
above township, and his early education was acquired in the district

schools of Sharon, after which he entered the Seminary at Ypsilanti, 
which at that time was under the superintendency of Professor Esta- 
brook. Among the teachers whose classes Mr. Allen entered w'as' 
Gen. Byron M. Cutcheon. 

It was during his attendance there that the Civil War broke out, 
and on April 29, 1861, he enlisted in Company D, 1st Michigan Infan- 
try, as a corporal, which w'as organized in the village of Manchester, 
Michigan, and went to the front for a three months service, during 
which time he was present at the battle of Bull Run. At the end of 
this service he returned to Ypsilanti and entered the Seminary again, 
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remaining until the following spring. In May, 1862, when President 
Lincoln issued a call for 300,000 men, Charles went to Manchester and 
began the organization of a company, which became company B, 20th 
Michigan Infantry, including some thirty men from the neighborhood 
of Manchester, together with the balance completing the company, 
raised by Byron M. Cutcheon, who became its captain, with Charles 
as first lieutenant, which office he held for some time, when he was 
promoted to its captaincy. 

He fought under Burnside, Sherman and Grant in many of the 
hardest battles of the entire war, among which were the battles of 
Fredericksburg, Jackson, Vicksburg, Knoxville and the Wilderness. 
He was severely w^ounded at Spottsylvania Courthouse, May 12, 1864, 
while leading his company charging a Confederate battery, and was 
compelled to remain in hospital six months. On October 20th he re- 
signed, and was honorably discharged. 

He returned to his native town, and shortly afterwards re-entered 
the Seminary at Ypsilanti, completing his course. 

On October 25, 1865, he married Miss Elnora Root, daughter of 
Dr. Bennett Root, of Manchester, Michigan. 

He entered Albion College, where he took a three-years course 
1866-7-8, after which he entered the Detroit Conference as a proba- 
tioner, joining in full connection in 1870. 

During his ministry, he had been pastor at the following churches: . 
Clinton, 3 years; Addison, 3 years; Pontiac, two terms, three and four 
years respectively; the following Detroit churches: Tabernacle, 3 
years; Jefferson (now the Mary Palmer), two years; Simpson, three 
years and Cass Avenue, four years. He was then appointed Pre- 
siding Elder of the Detroit District, w^hich position he held for four 
years, after which he was called to the Ypsilanti First Methodist 
Episcopal Church, where he served seven years, which proved to be 
his last pastorate; he was granted a superannuated relation at the 
Adrian Conference, September, 1904; and departed this life in Detroit, 
October 12th, while visiting his friend, Mr. M. McMillan.

Charles T. Allen was an obedient and loving son; among broth- 
ers and sisters he was an amiable and generous brother; he gave 
pleasure to his teachers as a student; he was among the boys and fel- 
low students a boon companion; in the hour of his country’s danger 
no truer patriot; on the battlefield pure in life and a brave soldier; he 
was always a considerate and tender husband; his children testify 
that he was the most perfect father. Thousands speak of him as an 
eloquent preacher; hundreds of families are bereaved of a devoted 
and trusted pastor. Here then is the orderly development of his life, 
he blessed all these most sacred relations, there is not, as far as I 
know, a stain on any one of them. I walked with him for twenty-four 
years in the most intimate life; I have not known a more truly bal- 
anced noble life. What he was in public, he was in private, and so 
he was in his home. 

His sons say he was firm, but never stern; commanding obedi- 
ence, but never without reason and love; wonderful in tact, watching 
with love and solicitude every period of their life, never speaking ill 
of the living or the departed, always a genial, kind word for all; 
pure in all conversation, he lived and walked and talked before them 
as a perfect example of Christian manhood, and without any high 
profession of Christian perfection, sanctification, or holiness; he 
seemed to feel and think too humbly to venture claim to such life. 
And yet what Charles Kingsley once said from the pulpit of West- 
minister Abbey, Charles T. Allen has said by his life and by his teach- 
ing: “The first and last business of every human being whatever his 
station, party, creed, tastes or duties, is virtue, always virtue, good as 
God is good, righteous as God is righteous, holy as God is holy.” 

When we note his unique training, preparation, and education 
for the ministry, we have some clue to his great success. We have 
said he was well born, but he was born to many hardships; we find 
him as a lad toiling on a farm, and his early school life had its diffi- 
culties; then think of a young man with fine mental qualities and 
clean heart taking part in twenty desperate engagements on one of 
the greatest and sternest battlefields of history before he was twenty- 
three years of age. The scenes, events, the visions and awful 
tumult of those years became a vital part of his very being and were 
ever wdth him. How could it be otherwise? His comrades in arms, 
his fellow officers, fell all around him wounded and dead, and then he 
also fell severely wounded, and had his share of hospital life. Com- 
ing up through such experiences and preparations, to which was add- 
ed three years of hard study in college, he enters the Christian min- 
istry at twenty-seven years of age. The Sabbath after he left us I 
went to his first circuit of thirty-six years ago; he knew I was to be 
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there, and we had spoken of it with much interest. In one of the 
little country churches I asked, “How many here remember and were 
blessed by Brother Allen’s ministry thirty-six years ago?” Twenty- 
two arose, and six of them said they were converted under his minis- 
try. They told me he came without any money, with poor shoes, no 
horse, and started out on foot to walk from place to place; but it was 
not long before he was beloved in their homes and all his wants were 
met, and from that first circuit to his last he grew in favor among the 
people. 

They told me of a man known for much profanity and the sport 
he made of the preachers. Brother Allen called on him, he was 
treated with the usual indifference. He went with him to milk, say- 
ing, “Give me a pail, I can milk,” and so they milked and chatted to- 
gether; from that time on he was a changed man, no more profanity, 
and he was soon led to a Christian life. From first to last he could 
reach men, and he did it with the simple themes of the Gospel, sup- 
ported by a sincere and simple life, and never by what is known to us 
as sensational efforts. He knew the Gospel needed no such aid, but 
that it was all sufficient in and of itself. 

He had that peculiar charm as a public speaker. Call it mag- 
netism, strong personality, or it may come from native simplicity, 
honesty and sincerity, but that indefinable something that you could 
not imitate or take from him any more than you could take away or 
imitate the light of his countenance, which made him, in spite of any 
literary or homiletic defect or fault, an interesting, helpful and often 
a truly eloquent preacher, so that hundreds have said, “he never 
preached without doing his hearers good.” 

Some are peculiarly fitted for the city pulpit and others for the 
country; it must be admitted that he was popular in both. 

Some have peculiar gifts for different classes of people, but chil- 
dren and young people, poor people and rich, cultured and uncul- 
tured, gathered around him and were profited and fed by his minis- 
try. Said a prominent layman to me some years ago, “he is worth 
half his salary to walk our streets as the pastor of our church.” These 
are truly great gifts and belong to very few souls. 

What Dr. .Tacklin said in his finely expressed article is true, 
“Only a man of remarkable qualities would be in demand for so many 
conspicuous positions for so long in the same locality, and only a 
strong man could meet the requirements.” 

He was not only large in body and of fine physical proportions, 
but he was equally large and rich in those qualities which make an 
attractive and noble personality. The genial light in his face, the 
gracious and kindly tones of his voice, the ease and grace of his bear- 
ing in company, touched with contagious good humor without effort, 
all combined to make it so easy for any one to meet him and arrested 
the attention of all classes, young people of school and college, the 
soldier and patriot, legislators and ministers and the toilers in all the 
common walks of life. 

In the summing up of a life, that which finally counts in the 
judgment and approval of the world is character. 

Our brother has built before us a life and character which we all 
feel to be worthy of our sincerest admiration, and that it would be 
wise and good to imitate; as a Christian, and as a Christian minister, 
we give him, for honesty purity, manly sincerity, faithful devotion to 
his work, the first rank. 

What Dr. Watson said of his friend, Henry Drummond, we can 
say of Charles T. Allen: 

“Without pride, without envy, without selfishness, without vanity, 
moved only by good will and spiritual ambitions, responsive ever to 
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the touch of God, and every noble impulse, faithful, fearless, mag- 
nanimous, he was as perfect a Christian as I have ever known.” 

He has enriched us all who knew him, and he has thus enriched 
the world by disclosing the many graces of our holy faith, patience, 
charity, gentleness, forgiveness, kindness, mercy and love. We saw 
in him hope, faith, courage, strong reliance on God, and belief in the 
verities of the Gospel, and when we think of him the strength of all 
these fruits and graces come more or less into our lives. 

He was a simple yet intense believer in prayer. While Presiding 
Elder of the Detroit District it was his habit to pray daily for his 
brethren by name. He was diligent and faithful as a servant of the 
Lord .Jesus, and it may be said that he worked to the last, and ceased 
at once to work and live, for though he was in feeble health for some 
two years, he was in actual charge of his church up to within one 
month of his death. He is survived by a widow who had walked and 
labored with him through all his public life. He leaves two noble 
sons in the Christian ministry, members of his own beloved Confer- 
ence, who give promise of faithfulness and fruitfulness in the life and 
ministry he so much loved. 

On October the 14th two deeply impressive ftineral services were 
conducted in charge of Rev. William Dawe; the first service was held 
at Noon-Day in the Central M. E. church, Detroit; there was present 
a large company of ministers, and a congregation composed of mem- 
bers from the many churches he had served, with friends and citizens 
from many parts of the state. The body lay in state from ten until 
12 o’clock. 

The music was in charge of Prof. Harry Heard, and was appro- 
priate and sympathetic. 

The pall-bearers were Revs. E. A. Coffin, D. IT. Glass, B. A. Cram- 
ton, H. A. Field, H. C. Whitney, and A. R. .Johns; Presiding Elder Dr. 
John Sweet, Drs. Geo. Elliott, E. W. Ryan, J. E. Jacklin, C. W. Bald- 
win, Chas. Simpson, S. W. Horner, and E. P. Bennett taking part in 
the services. The body was taken to the funeral car, and the family 
accompanied by many friends and ministers went forward to Ypsi- 
lanti where the second service was held in the M. E. church at 3 
o’clock. 

The following proclamation was issued by the Mayor of Ypsilanti 
and displayed throughout the city on Thursday, Oct. 13: 

PROCLAMATION. 

As a mark of respect to our late beloved fellow 
citizen. Rev. C. T. Allen, I would respectfully 
ask that all business be suspended as far as pos- 
sible, and stores closed from 2:30 to 4:00 p. m., 
on the day of the funeral. 

(Signed) Geo. M. Gaudy, Mayor. 

In accordance with the request embodied in Mayor Gaudy’s proc- 
lamation nearly every business house was closed. The public schools 
and the Cleary Business College were closed during the services, and 
the people generally joined in the tribute of honor and respect being 
paid to him whose seven years of ministerial service in the city had 
brought him into close touch with them. 

The remains were met at Ypsilanti and taken to the church, 
borne by his co-workers, Messrs. Austin F. Burbank, William H. 
Deubel, William R. Barton, George Lockwood, Albert R. Graves, and 
Edgar D. Holmes, all of whom were oflScial members of the church. 
A cordon, composed of members of the Grand Army of the Republic, 
formed on either side of the main entrance, extending to a point in 
front of the pulpit, where the casket was placed amid a profusion of 
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floral tribute, beautiful beyond description, representing the love aud 
respect of the various branches of the church, as well as of the Grand 
Army of the Republic. On all sides, tastefully arranged clusters of 
autumn leaves, marvelous in varied colorings, seemingly emblematic 
of the beautiful closing of the well spent life of him whose presence 
in life had soothed the weary one. 

As the large delegation of clergymen took their positions in the 
pulpit, led by Dr. Wm. Dawe, the choir, under the leadership of Mrs. 
Wm. H. Deubel, sang, with voices tremulous wdth emotion: 

“My faith looks up to thee. 

Thou Lamb of Calvary, 

Saviour Divine.” 

Prayer was offered by Rev. J. B. Oliver. The 23rd Psalm was 
read by Rev. O. J. Perrin. Miss Glendeuing sang by request, “Some- 
time we’ll understand.” 

Addresses were delivered by Doctors Daw^e and Ninde. Rev. 
Arthur G. Beach, of the Congregational church, spoke impressively 
for the clergy of Ypsilanti. Then follow^ed deeply touching and elo- 
quent addresses by General Byron M. Cutcheon and Judge Claudius 
B. Grant of the Supreme Court. They w'ere his comrades in arms. 

If their noble tributes could be set forth in few w^ords they would 
be as follows: 

Captain Charles Thompson Allen was easily the best loved and 
most popular man of his company. He was the peer of the very many 
brave and gifted private soldiers and officers of the gallant, fighting 
Twentieth. After the War of the Rebellion no regimental reunion 
was ever complete without Captain Allen. The “old boys” not only 
loved and admired his tall, manly form, but they were captured by 
his clear-ringing, deep-toned voice, — most of all, though, they loved 
the sentiments of his truthful, earnest heart. Here w^as a man who 
not only looked eloquent but always spoke eloquence. Some of his 
reunion speeches and war-sermon reminiscences came near the sub- 
lime. He used to exalt Abraham Lincoln’s soldiers and their mighty 
powers, but never failed to exhort that the perfect man must also be 
a Soldier of the Cross of his great Captain, the Lord Jesus Christ. 
Charlie Allen loved the “rank and file” in the army; he loved the 
“rank and file” in the church. He was purely unselfish as a boy, a 
soldier and a man. He would divide his last hardtack wdth his men, 
no privation or hardship ever wrung a complaint from him.” 

The choir then sang “Shall we gather at the River.” A multi- 
tude of people drew near to look for the last time into the face of 
their departed friend. The remains were then removed to the funer- 
al car; a vast concourse of people, and the soldiers w'ho yet remained 
from those who had fought with him on our country’s battlefields, 
such as had never been witnessed before in Ypsilanti, followed to the 
cemetery w^here he was laid to rest with the services of the ritual of 
the Methodist Episcopal Church.

REV. EDWIN HARLEIGII BROCKWAY. 

Rev. Edwin Harleigh Brockwa}" w^as born at Sand Hill, New 
York, May 11, 1825, and died in Ann Arbor, May 6, 1905, aged 79 
years, 11 months and 29 days. His mother’s maiden name was Mary 
Lemen. His parents came into Michigan in 1829, settling near Ann 
Arbor, and five years after removed to Hamburg. Here he grew'up 
and had the advantage of a rural school, also taking a two year’s 
course at Albion. 

He had a strong religious nature and was converted in 1846, un- 
der the labors of Rev. Calvin Kingsley, in a school house one mile 
north of Whitmore Lake. 

He at once united with the church, and after a few years felt his 
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call to the ministry, joining the Michigan Conference at Ann Arbor 
in 1854. The class numbered twenty-four, none of whom are now 
living. His appointments were Mason, Romeo, Medina, Franklin, 
Milford, Unadilla, Fowlersville, Swartz Creek and Gaines. 

In 1879 he was made supernumerary and resided in Albion. The 
following year he was appointed for the second term to Medina and 
remained three years. In 1883 he w'as placed on the superannuated 
list, moving to his old home near Mason, Ingham County, and the 
same year acted in the capacity of pastor for that church, thus clos- 
ing his ministry of thirty years in the same church to which he was 
first appointed.

Irene L. Shepard, wife of Rev. Dewitt C. Challis, was born July 
13, 1841, in Mayfield, Ohio, and died Aug. 13, 1905, in Gaines, Michi- 
gan. 

When she was about ten years old her parents removed to Perry, 
Lake Co., Ohio, where they reared their family of eight boys and two 
girls.

Her education was obtained in the common schools with a “fin- 
ish” at the Female Seminary in Painesville. 

At seventeen she began her career of school teaching, which 
continued twenty-five years through district schools, city schools, 
seminary, and finally in the Girls’ High School in Bulgaria, which 
she assisted her husband in founding. 

She was married Dec. 2, 1878, and with her husband departed im- 
mediately for her field of missionary activity in Bulgaria. Here she 
continued in abundant labors until 1892, when the family returned to 
America.

Her health was never very firm, but she was never for any length 
of time laid aside from active w’ork until the spring of this year.

With perfect calmness she talked of the future of those she was 
leaving.

Twenty- seven years she has wTought faithfully in the itinerant 
field, over mountains and over seas, amid the tiresome details of 
packing and unpacking, the grief of parting and the embarrassment 
of meeting strange faces, she has been the faithful companion and 
friend that a wife should be. She was a very eificient Sunday School 
teacher, and her Bible class was never dull.

Minnie Leah Smith was born in the township of Ilartland, Mich., 
April 13, 1859. She spent several years of her early life in the school 
at Parshallville, and graduated from the State Normal College in 
Ypsilanti at the age of 22. She then taught school in the villages of 
Milford, Hartland and Holly. While in Holly she became acquainted 
with the young student and preacher. Rev. E. B. Bancroft, then the 
pastor of the Methodist church at that place. Finding a genuine 
affinity of spirit each for the other, they became engaged, and were 
married March 31, 1886, by Rev. Seth Reed. She had joined the 
Methodist church in Parshallville in 1885 under the pastorate of Rev. 
Eugene Yager. Sister Bancroft proved herself a faithful helper and 
an earnest church worker in the following pastorates of her husband: 
Holly; Wesley Chapel, Detroit; Preston Church, Detroit; First 
Church, Owosso; Broad Street Church, Adrian. In all these places 
her name is enshrined among the dearest memories of the people; 
and the same is true in the city of Flint, where she resided while her 
husband was Presiding Elder of the Flint District. In the summer 
of 1903 there appeared some symptoms that indicated possible peril 
to Mrs. Bancroft’s health. They were watched with deep solicitude 
till the next September, when her physicians advised an immediate 
change of climate. With such anguish as only a mother’s heart can 
feel, she bade her family farewell and went to the west, spending 
over a year and a half in New Mexico and Colorado. While there 
she had the best possible attention and medical skill, and hope and 
fear would often alternate until finally the yearnings of her heart to 
see her loved ones could no longer'be controlled and she returned in 
May, 1905, to her family in Ann Arbor, wither they had moved during 
her absence. Her joy at meeting her loved ones again cannot be 
described, and she was borne as it were upon their loving, aching 
hearts until Thursday evening, Aug. 31, when her Heavenly Father 
took her to the home prepared by Him. 

In the departure of Mrs. Bancroft, her friends, the church, and 
the world have lost a life of unusual beauty and strength, and they 
were refined by grace. Her social qualities were of a high order. 
Her graceful manners and keen perceptions, accompanied by an un- 
usual felicity in conversation, made her an agreeable factor in the 
best social circles. These traits were eminently useful in the wife 
of an itinerant minister. She made friends readily, and by the trans- 
parency of her character and the general impulses of her heart she 
held friends firmly. Her intellect was quick and retentive. She did not 
consider that her education was finished when she left the halls of 
college. Her work, therefore, as teacher was not performed per- 
functorily. Her pupils felt the presence and inspiration of a grow- 
ing mind and a warm heart, and they loved her and strove to imitate 
her virtues. Mrs. Bancroft’s piety was of the active, aggressive type. 

She valued her membership in the church of God not only for 
the good it brought to her, but for the good it enabled her to bring to 
others. She was no idler in her Master’s vineyard. Though her 
Lome duties were as pressing as those of the average home maker, 
she found time for, and much delight in, church work outside her 
home. While in Flint she was teacher of a large Sunday school 
class, also president of the large Woman’s Home Missionary Society 
of Court Street church. In both these positions her ability was so 
marked, her skill and devotion so complete, that it has not been easy 
to fill the vacant places with adequate supplies. 

Four immortal treasures were given to the union of Brother and 
Sister Bancroft; one, the lovely little Huldah, by six years preceded 
her mother to the Glory Land. Never was mother love stronger. 
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never tenderness and firmness more equal, never patience and 
promptness more evenly balanced than in the home over which the 
now sainted one presided. Fortunate are those bereaved children in 
whose hearts the memory of such a mother will glow with the light 
of heaven’s beauty during all their journey of life. 

The funeral services were conducted by Rev. E. S. Ninde, in 
the presence of a large group of sympathyzing friends, among whom 
were many ministers.

She was active in church work and greatly loved by all who 
knew her. In every charge she was highly regarded for loving spirit 
and kindly interest in all. 

In her home she was queen and her husband and children rise 
up to call her blessed. • As mother she was tenderly loved and the im- 
print of her noble life is marked upon her children. Her devotion to her 
home was strongly felt in every charge where she lived and had a 
most salutary effect upon those who knew her. Upon her husband 
the blow falls most heavily. The happy union, which has grown 
sweeter and dearer as the years advanced, is broken suddenly and 
unexpectedly and causes inexpressible sorrow to him who now walks 
alone the path of life. 

Mrs. Albro possessed rare qualities of mind and heart. She was 
of New England and Holland parentage. Her Academic education 
was supplemented by extensive reading and wide travel. Her strong 
faith in God and love for the Bible were strongly evidenced through- 
out her life. Her life was anchored to God’s promises in 'which she 
securely rested. Her unselfish life was admired by all. Her thought 
was always of others and she was never so happy as when in perform- 
ing some loving service for others. 

In the last days of her life her beautiful character shone most 
brightly. When facing an experience which she realized might end 
her earthly career she was tenderly submissive and lovingly said:

This Commission shall meet for definite and thorough organiza- 
tion not later than November first next, the time and place for which 
meeting is to be determined by the Presiding Elders. 

The members of this Commission on each District shall organize 
their own District for work at as early a date as possible after the ad- 
journment of this Conference. 

Each District organization shall have the right to formulate such 
plans of work for the coming year as shall seem wise to itself, in 
order to secure the largest possible result. 

While the largest responsibility for the success of the work of 
this Commission rests upon the Board of Presiding Elders, yet each 
Pastor must assume and share a responsibility to a degree in accord- 
ance with his sphere of infiuence and field of labor.

1. We carried out your instructions of last year, distributing 
among the charges 60,000 envelopes suitably printed, and securing in 
the Michigan Chnstian Advocate some discussion of the claims of 
our veteran Preachers. 

2. We are able to report gratifying results in the face of neces- 
sarily strenuous appeals for other causes. The amount contributed 
by the churches this year is $6,963, thus maintaining the splendid 
gain of the past three years with an increase of $160 above the col- 
lections a year ago.

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DEACONESS BOARD OF NINE. 

There is but one Deaconess Home within the bounds of the De- 
troit Annual Conference, that located at 53 Elizabeth St., West, in De- 
troit. This Home is under control of the Woman’s Home Missionary 
Society, and its Trustees are elected by joint conference between the 
executive Board of that society and the Deaconess Board of 
Nine. 

The value of the property occupied by the home is $10,000, on 
which an insurance of $4,000 is carried. During the year extensive 
improvements have been made on the property amounting to more 
than $500 which is wholly provided for. 

The running expenses of the Home amount approximately to 
$2,800, which is largely raised by the Women’s Auxiliaries and 
churches of Detroit.' 

The following have been inmates of the Home during the past 
year: Sarah J. Gaunt, Kate A. Blackburn, Deborah Kerfoot, and Eva 
R. Hursch, and the following probationers: Anna CoflBn, M^ud King, 
and Anna Lovett, the two latter being stationed at the Tilman Ave. 
Mission. Besides these, Alice B. Shirey has been absent on leave 
during the past year on account of the illness of her father. 
Maud King and Anna Lovett will be presented for consecration and 
be licensed as Deaconesses at this session of the Conference. 
Sarah J. Gaunt, long the efficient superintendent of the Home, has 
resigned on account of illness and has been granted unlimited leave 
of absence. Anna Coffin, a probationer, has left the work, having 
gone as a Missionary to Korea. Alice E. Willard, our nurse Deacon- 
ess, has also left the work. 

The following Deaconesses have just entered the Home and are 
ready for assignment to work for the coming year: Alice Fisher, 
Stella Frothingham, Leslie Lane, and Miss Hurlbert. Ida Mitchell 
has just been received as a probationer. 

These Deaconesses have served in eight churches and three miss- 
ions. They have maintained Kindergartens, Sewing Schools, Indus- 
trial Classes, besides the work in Sunday Schools, Cottage Prayer 
Meetings, Sunday and weekly Chapel Meetings. 

While the work has been greatly broken up by illness and 
changes during the year, probably our Deaconess Institution has 
done fully three times the religious work of any church in our Con- 
ference having the same expense budget. 

Minnie L. Manley, a licensed Deaconess, has rendered most effi- 
cient service in connection with our Madison Avenue Church in Bay 
City. 

Your Board ask the approval of the Conference to continue the 
effective Deaconesses named, in their work. 

We also recommend to fill the class on the Conference Board of 
Nine whose term expire this year the election of the following: 
Mrs. J. S. Vernor, William Dawe and George' Elliott.

From that deduct the amount of the Lowe 
and Osborn special funds, and the amount of the Winter’s fund proper 
will be $15,854.80. 

The Trustees recommend that the interest on the two special 
funds be paid over according to the conditions of their bequests. 

They recommend also that the sum of $800 from the interest account 
be turned over to the interest account of the Superannuated Preach- 
ers Aid Society, to be distributed according to their rules. 

The term of oflBce of W. H. Shier, J. D. Halliday and J. M. Gor- 
don expires at this Conference, and the Board would respectfully 
nominate the same for your election.

EDUCATION. 

All who have taken interest in the great educational conventions 
held on this continent during the past few years, will be impressed 
with the feeling that wide spread attention is being given to the sub- 
ject of education. 

It is also full of encouragement to see that the trend of thought 
in these conventions is very strongly favorable to moral and religious 
truth. “The up-to-date scientific and religious thinking has set its 
seal upon the true theory of Christian education.” 

A father and mother who would consent to have a son and 
daughter educated by teachers and surrounded by .infiuencea antago- 
nistic to the teachings of Jesus Christ, are surely negligent as to the 
well being of their children for time and perhaps for eternity. 

It is true that from the beginning of our history as a church, 
earnest efforts have been made to provide for the education of our 
young people under Christian influences, and along side of the first 
church went up the school house. 

But the growth and progress of our church, now counting her 
members by millions, calls for a great increase in the student body. 

It would seem to be the imperative duty of every minister, and 
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of all laymen, to be well informed as to the educational work of our 
Methodism. 

No minister could study the wide field of our educational opera- 
tions, and get before his mind our college and university buildings, 
and see in vision the marching thousands of students in many lands, 
and the splendid army of well equipped instructors, without being a 
stronger man and better fitted and inspired for his work in the minis- 
try. 

But we are agreed that our ministers in both these Conferences 
should at least become thoroughly acquainted with what is being 
done and what is our real responsibility at Albion. We have in 
the State not less than half a million people— some say a million — 
who look to our church for instruction and guidance; it would be a 
very reasonable estimate to say that we should have in our own col- 
lege as the result of the co-operation of ministers and laymen, a 
thousand students with buildings and endowment equal to their best 
care. * 

Our Conference must ever keep in mind that there are hundreds 
of students at our state university who are from Methodist homes, 
and many of them members of our church, and that in addition to the 
cordial, friendly and earnest pastoral care of our church, we have at 
Ann Arbor the Wesleyan Guild, organized for the express purpose of 
providing for the best oversight and interests of these Methodist stu- 
dents; and it is of vital importance that our ministers and laymen co- 
operate in all possible ways to make the Wesleyan Guild efficient 
and successful, so that these students in future years may be devout 
and loyal members of our church. 

We have been glad to welcome as a visitor to our Conference 
the Rev. Amos W. Patten, D. D., Professor of Biblical instruction in 
the Northwestern University, and appreciate his timely address. 
We are gratified to learn of the progress of the Northwestern Uni- 
versity, one of the foremost schools of our church, and we would con- 
gratulate the Institution on reaching its semi-centennial crowned 
with success. 

The great work being done by our Board of Education is of far 
reaching importance to the whole church, and that inspiring service, 
“Children’s Day,” should be cheerfully observed in all our churches, 
and liberal offerings be forwarded to. promote the work the Board 
has undertaken. Hundreds of worthy students have been aided and 
guided into the Christian ministry through the influence of this Board. 

We are sure that our ministers would be greatly profitted by 
reading the “Christian Student.” From the reports which have come 
to us concerning the schools at Boston and Evanston, we are assured 
that the work being done is of the highest order, and that God-fear- 
ing and devout men, well equipped in learning, are guiding the stu- 
dents under their care; and we have further evidence of this in the 
fact that men who have come into our ministry from these institu- 
tions are true to the faith once delivered to the saints, and actively 
evangelical.

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FREEDMEN’S AID AND SOUTHERN EDUCATION 
SOCIETY. 

Those who know most about the workings of the Freedmen’s 
Aid and Southern Education Society, are most deeply in sympathy 
with its aims and have the greatest faith in its plana. The expenses 
of management are very carefully guarded. 

Judging from results during nearly forty years, we feel warrant- 
ed in affirming that the dollars contributed for our southern work 
accomplish more for humanity and Christianity and Methodism than 
has ever yet been adequately estimated. We must consider the fact 
that there are over a thousand teachers employed in our Freedmen’s 
Aid schools, and a very considerable part of the small salaries are 
paid by the patrons of the schools. 

The American people are giving enthusiastic praise to the 
Tuskeegee Institute. It is deserved, and our schools should receive 
even greater praise because they are doing even greater work. 
Along industrial lines, we are carrying out the same plan on a much 
broader scope, while scholastically we are far and away in advance. 

We have educated 12,000 teachers, 3,000 ministers, and 800 phy- 
sicians. The society is planning to observe its fortieth anniversary 
during the coming year. We are asked for $5,000. Last year we 
raised less than half that amount. The average per member was 
about three cents. We hereby pledge ourselves to do better the com- 
ing year.

“SUPERANNUATED PREACHERS’ AID SOCIETY.-’ 
C. W. Baldwin, President, Detroit. 



ORGANIZATION. 

This Society was organized Dec. 20, 1861, for a term of thirty 
years; it was reorganized Dec. 20, 1891 for a further term of thirty 
years. 

The reasons for such an organization were lucidly set forth in 
the original “Articles of Association” and are substantially as follows: 
The duties of a Methodist minister demand the whole of his time and 
cut him off from opportunities of accumulating money and property. 
He is ordinarily inadquately remunerated for his labors, and when 
accident, sickness or old age compels his retirement he is usually 
without means of support. By the course of his training and 
the absorbing nature of his life work he has been unfitted for 
easy adjustment to secular affairs and it is next to impossible for 
him to get and hold a place amid the fierce competitions of bread 
winners. The church having had the benefit of his best energies, 
and having exhausted his capacity for active labor, should provide 
the pecuniary relief which the situation demands. 

AIM. 

This society is authorized to raise a fund, not to exceed one hun- 
dred thousand dollars, by means of membership fees» contributions, 
donations, bequests and otherwise, for affording such relief. 

The fund thus created is called “The Endowment Fund” and is 
to be invested, and kept invested perpetually in interest bearing se- 
curities. 

BENEFICIARIES. 



The interest by the investment of the endowment fund is annu- 
ally distributed among the following classes of claimants. 
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First. — The members of the Detroit Annual Conference who 
are on the superannuated roll. 

Second. — The widows of deceased members of the Detroit An- 
nual Conference, who were married to their deceased husbands prior 
to superannuation. 

Third. — The minor children of the first and second classes of 
claimants, who are under the age of sixteen. 

EXHORTATION. 

To what better purpose can the lovers of our Methodism devote 
their wealth than in permanently providing that the men w’ho minis- 
ter to the spiritual needs of the church shall not lack needed tempor- 
al comforts in the years of decline and disabilily? The lack of com- 
petent provision for our wornout preachers and their dependent fam- 
ilies has been, and still is, a standing reproach to our church. Who 
will help to roll away the reproach ? Let every Methodist laymen, 
w'hom the Lord has entrusted in the stewardship of wealth aid us to 
reach the one hundred thousand dollar mark as soon as possible. 
This may seem a large sum of money, but with the largest list of 
claimants of all the conferences, the amount each one receives from 
the interest earnings will be pitiably small compared with what his 
needs call for.

Whole number who have paid any amount to date, 190; of these 
54 have paid for one year, 38 for two years and 98 for three years. 

The total amount paid to date is, $3,495.67. This without one 
penny of expense to the society.

The American saloon has lost none of its pernicious influence , S 

upon society. It is still the same wicked institution, breathing out 
its venomous breath, blighting character, ruining homes, misdirect- 
ing the people's money, debauching politics and scattering death, 

' insanity, crime and destruction in its wake on every hand. 

After years of observation w^e are persuaded that the license sys- 
tem is extremely wicked in its character, that it debases the public 
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I conscience, that it, more than any other one thing, defeats all our 

ji effort at outlawing the saloon by giving the liquor forces a bulwark 

I of defense, and that it is wholly ineffective as a remedy. 

I We lament the manifest policy of the dominant political parties 

to wholly ignore this great question, and deplore the attitude of the 
last Michigan legislature toward some questions of reform. This 
legislature seems to have completely identified itself with the ene- 
mies of the temperance cause, and to have gone even furthur than 

! requested by the liquor men in dealing with the Hudson Local 

Option and the Anti-Cigarette bills. 

^ We are persuaded more fully than ever that no real and permar 

1 nent reform can be effected as long as the liquor power can keep its 

friends in the legislative and judicial departments of the govern- 
ment. And, political parties that persist in befriending the liquor 
power must be set aside before the land can be freed from the 
damning, blasting effects of saloonism. 

We hail with delight the disposition so manifest by the friends 
of the temperance cause to unite upon some basis of practical co- 
operation. We believe that, if the sentiment now existing against 
the saloon could be united, the cause of temperance would receive a 
mighty uplift. But, any union of forces that leaves the powers of 
government in ihe hands of either politicians or political parties 
friendly to the liquor power will prove abortive and must come to 
naught. 

We believe the Anti- Saloon League is doing a good work in 
bringing about tlie agitation of the temperance question before the 
people and legislatures of the several states. We endorse its action 
in seeking to prevent the re-establishment of bars in army canteens, 
the introdnciion of a license clause in the proposed constitution of 
the Indian Territory and in making the temperance question a lead- 
ing question in the Ohio state campaign; and we recommend the 
election of Rev’s. E. P. Bennett and W. F. Stewart to succeed them- 
selves as trustees of this institution.

RULES OF ORDER. 

Adopted in 1869, Modified in 1875, and Adopted at Each 
Session Since. 



1. The Conference shall meet at 8^^ o’clock A. M., and adjourn at M., but 
may alter the time of meeting and adjourn at its discretion. ' 

2. The President shall take the chair precisely at the time to which the Confer- 
ence stood adjourned. The first half hour of the session shall be devoted to religious 
services, and thereafter the journals of the preceding day shall be read and ap- 
proved. 

■i. The President shall decide all questions of order, subject to an appeal to the 
Conference; but, in case of an appeal, the question shall be taken without debate. 

4. He shall appoint all Committees, not otherwise specially ordered by the 
Conference, but an)"^ member may decline serving on more than one Committee at 
the same time. 

5. All motions and resolutions introduced by any member shall be reduced to 
writing, if the President, Secretary, or any meinber of the Conference requests it. 

6. When a motion, resolution, or report presented is read by the Secretary, or 
stated by the President, it shall be deemed in possession of the Conference, but any 
motion or resolution may be withdrawn by the mover at any time before action or 
amendment. 

7. No new motion or resolution shall be made before the one under consideration 
has been disposed of, wdiich may be done by adoption or rejection, unless one of 
the following should intervene, which motions shall have precedence in the order 
in w'hich they are placed, viz. : Indefinite postponement, lying on the table, refer- 
ence to a Committee, postponement to any given time, or amendment. 

8. No member shall be interrupted when speaking, except by the President, to 
call him to order w'hen he departs from the question, uses personalities or disre- 
spectful language; but any member may call the attention of the President to the 
subject when he deems the speaker out of order, or any other member may explain 
when he thinks himself misrepresented. 

9. When any member is about to speak in debate, or deliver any matter to the 
Conference, he shall rise from his seat and respectfully address himself to the 
President. 

10. No person shall speak more than tw ice on the same subject, or more than 
fifteen minutes at one time, without leave of the Conference; nor shall anv person 
speak more than once until every member choosing to speak shall have spoken. 

11. When any motion or resolution shall have passed, it shall be in order for 
any member who voted with the prevailing side to move a reconsideration. 

12. No member shall absent himself from the services of Conference without 
leave, unless he is sick or unable to attend. 

. No member shall be allowed to vote on any question who is not within the 

bar of the Conference at the time such question is put by the President, except by 
leave of Conference, when such member has been necessarily absent. 

. . Every member who shall be within the bar at the time the question is put 

shall give his vote, unless the Conference, for special reasons, excuses him. 

15. No motion shall be considered unless seconded. 

16. The Secretary shall keep a journal of the proceedings of the Conference, 
and, when approved, shall record them in a book provided for that purpose. He 
shall take charge of the journal and other papers of the Conference, and preserve 
them wuth care; suffer no person to take a copy of any paper during the interval of 
Conference, except wdth the consent of the Conference; and shall forward the 
journal and papers to the next Annual Conference, 

17. A motion to adjourn shall be in order at any time, and shall be decided 
without debate. 

18. No preacher shall bring any charge against any member of this Conference 

until he has first given him information of the same, either by letter or otherwise, 
ten days in advance, if practicable, so that the accused may have an opportunity 
for defense. ' 1 j

be made to the President of the Conference. 

20. Two-thirds of the members present,. and voting, mav order the previous 
question on a pending motion.

REGULATIONS. 



1. No candidate for admission on trial shall be received for examination exceiit 
on the written statement of a Presiding Elder that he intends to present the name 
of said candidate to the Conference. 

2. Two examinations shall be held during the vear: One in mid-year at such 
places as the Board of Examiners may determine; the other at the seat of the Annual 
Conference the day before the opening session. 

3. The mid-year examinations shall be held simultaneously. All candidates are 
required to appear for the mid-year examinations, or furnish satisfactory e.xciise for 
absence. 

4. All sermons, and essays shall be delivered at the mid-year examina- 
tions, or sent to the Registrar within ten days thereafter. Delinquencies in this par- 
ticular should be reported to the Board. 

5. Each Examiner shall prepare and send to the Chairman a list of questions on 
each subject assigned him one month before the time of examination. 
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6. All examinations shall take place in the presence of a member of the Board, 
or Sentinel, who shall immediately forward the papers to the Registrar. 

I. The Candidate shall be required to finish writing on one study before receiv- 
ing questions on another. 

8. Those who begin to write on the studies of a given vear are expected to 
w'rite on all the studies of that year. 

9. The papers shall not be signed, but the name of the candidate shall be written 
on a separate sheet and attached to or inclosed with each of his papers. 

. , Registrar shall forward the papers to the proper Examiner, accompan- 

ied by a number corresponding to the number of the candidate’s name on his roll. 

II. At the several examinations the subjects will be taken up in the order in 
which they appear in this schedule. After the class has written upon a set of ques- 
tions, no absentee shall be permitted to write upon the same set without consent of 
the Board, or of the conducting Examiner. 

12. A properly authenticated certificate showing that a candidate has already 
pursued and passed a satisfactory examination in a prescribed study, as a regular at- 
tendant on the class room instruction, in an accepted literary or theological institu- 
tion of the Methodist Episcopal Church, shall be received in lieu of Conference ex- 
amination, except on Doctrine and Discipline. Such certificates may also be ac- 
c^Pted on books comprehended under the subjects of Doctrine and Discipline; pro- 
vided, that each candidate shall be examined as to his personal attitude to the 
doctrines and Discipline of the Church. 

13. E.xaminations shall, as far as possible, be in writing; they shall be graded 
upon the scale of 100, and Ihe candidate must attain a standing of 70 in ordei to pass. 

14. Examiners shall give such instruction and guidance in studies as possible bv 

correspondence. v j 

15. After an Examiner has marked and delivered a paper to the Registrar, he 
has no authority to change the markiu" without the consent of the Board. 

16. The midyear examinations will be held on Tuesday, May 15, 1906, at 9 A M ,

3. According to the ruling of the Bishops no person can be received on trial, 
nor elected to Deacon’s or Elder’s orders while “conditioned” in any study. 

4. The Conference has requested the Presiding Elders to present the names as 
candidates for admission on trial in the Conference, of such persons only as have at- 
tained the equivalent of a twelve-grade high school education, and are under thirty 
years of age. But time previously spent either in supply work or in one of our 
schools in preparation for the ministry, shall be allowed in credit.
